The Caminez motor, of four cyl- 
inders, operates without crankshaft 
or timing gear, consumes about 
five gallons of gasoline an hour 
and is capable of developing 135 
horse-power, it was said. 

The motor is built in the shape 
of an “X” with roller bearings 
mounted on the wrist pins. These

However, the Liberals were not

Proprietor of Cleveland; O. 
Rooming House Mixed 
Cough Syrup, Boy 14, 
Said in Dying Siatement.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 19.— 
While police today sought to deter- 
mine the contents of a bottle of 
“cough medicine” which last night 
caused the deaths of James Pot- 
ter, 45 years old, and the’ three 
members of his family here, word 
came from Steubenville, O., his 
former home, that Potter was once 
a capitalist there, before he lost a 
fortune in oil and coal develop- 
ments. 


An indictment returned against 
him last week, charging that he 
had obtained money under false 
pretenses in connection with a real 
estate and contracting business 
taken on as a sideline to stave off 
a final. financial collapse, was the 
last record of his business dealings 
at Steubenville. 

The victims of the “medicine” in 
addition to Potter, were his wife, 
Lulu, 43, and their two sons James 
Jr., 16, and Robert, 14. 

Roomers at the house were 
aroused late last night when Rob- 
ert and his mother ran screaming 
From their apartment. Forty-five 
minutes later the entire family was 
dead in a hospital. 

“Daddy has given us some cough 
medicine. I can feel it coming 
on,” Robert cried and collapsed. 
His mother fell beside him as she 
called for Miss Emily Reigler, a 
trained nurse living at the house. 

Miss Reigler tried to force an 
emetic between the locked jaws of 
the father and the eldest son but 
failed. Police were called and the 
victims were pronounced dead at a 
hospital. 

A native of Steubenville, Potter 
was connected with a bank there 
for a number of years, severing the 
relationship when he launched into 
the oil and coal developments. Re- 
verses set in and a fortune that 
had made him one of the financial 
leaders of the city was understood 
to have been dissipated. 

The indictment returned last 
week charged that he had ob- 
tained $500 from Mrs. Ada Croffer 
by representing to her that a mort- 
gage rested against a piece of 
property for which she was réspon- 
sible, whereas the mortgage had 
been paid. 

Potter left Steubenville with his 
family on Thanksgiving day for 
Cleveland where he took over the 
operation of a rooming house.

GARAGE OWNER FREED 
OF MURDER CHARGE 


Jury Acquits John Lamb, Ac- 
cused of Killing Man Over 
Bi for 75 Cents. 


John Lamb, proprietor of & ga- 
rage and filling station at Spring 
avenue and Page boulevard, St. 
Louis County, was acquitted by a 
jury at his murder trial in Circuit 
Court at Clayton yesterday, for 
the killing of Dennis Helstein. 

Lamb, it was testified, fatally 
injured Helstein the evening of 
Nov. £38, 1926, when he beat him 
after Helstein haa had an alterca- 
tion with a Negro employe of 
Lamb’s garage over a charge Of 76 
cents for repairing a tire. 

Mrs. Viola Helstein, the widow, 
who was with her husband at 
the time, was the principal . wit- 
ness for the State. She told how, 
as her husband, tm the belief he 
had been overcharged, was arguing 
with the Negro, Lamb came from 
the garage office. Approaching 
Helstein from the rear, Lamb 
struck him, knocking him down 
and then, seizing Helstein’s hair, 
beat his head up and down on the 
ground, Mrs. Helstein testified. 

She testified she saw Lamb 
staiiding over her husband with 
a hammer in his hand, after Hel- 
stein had been kneucked wuncon- 
scious. Helstein was taken to St. 
Mary's Hospital, where he died 
two hours later. 

Deputy Sheriffs Kick and Boeck- 
stiegel, who arrested Lamb a 
Helstein’s death, testified Lamb 
had told them he had hit Helstein 
with a hammer, but Lamb, in his 
testimony, denied this. A hammer 
introduced in evidence by .the 


State as the one with which Hel- . 


stein had been beaten’ had never 
been seen by Lamb before, he said, 
pointing the hammer was of the 
“claw” type such as carpenters 
use and not the kind ordinartly 
used in a garage. 

Lamb gaid Helstein was drunk 
when he came to the garage and 
threatened to “clean up the place.” 
He quoted Helstein as having said: 
“I’m a member of the Cuckoo 
gang—did you ever hear of Kid 
Levy?” The State introduced tes- 
timony to show that Helstein hed 
never been a member of any gang. 
Lamb told the jury he had bit 
Helstein only in self-defense. 

Former State Senator A. EB. L. 
Gardner, Lamb’s attorney, stressed 
Helstein'’s alleged remark concern- 
ing his “membership” in the 
Cuckoo gang, in nis address to the 
jury. 

Members of the jury. who were 
out- one hour and 15 minutes, said 
only two*ballots had been taken, 
the first resulting {In a vote of 10 
to two for acquittal and the second 
being unanimeus for acquittal. 

Judge McElhinney, who presided 
at the trial, had instructed the jury 
on verdicts for murder in the first 
or second degree and for manh-

“Your honor,” he said, “we 
didn’t think the evidence justified 
a verdict of first degree murder as 
no malice was shown. We couldn't 
find for a willful ‘murder and the 
jurors couldn't agree on anything 
more serious than manslaughter.” 
CalHes indicated,. however, that he 
had. been in favor of a verdict of 
second degree murder. 

Court for Murder Verdict. 
Judge Rutledge remarked: ‘The 

Court can understand -your hesit- 
ancy over a first degree murder 
verdict, but the Court feels a ver- 
dict of murder in the second de- 
gree was warranted by the evi- 
dence in this case.” 

‘Whereupon, *®oreman Callies 
fainted and was unconscious sev- 
eral minutes. Judge Rutledge ex- 
cused the. jurors without further 
discussion of the verdict. 

Testimony revealed that Huber 
had told two widely conflicting 
stories of the shooting and several 
variations of these. There were 
no eyewitnesses. Huber and. his 
wife, Eleanor, 24 years old, were 
in a- bedorom in their home at 
5175 Rosa avenue when the shoot- 
ing occurred. Mrs. Huber’s brother, 
Harry Smith. of . 2847 Wyoming 
street, was in the living room. 

When a shot was fired in the 
bedroom, Smith ran from the house 
to get‘a-policeman. Before he re- 
turned neighbors and ambulance 
men had rushed in. Huber met 
them with the story that his wife 
had committed suicide. He told 
them he and she were alone in the 
house at the time. 

Tells of Quarrel About Radio. 

The slayer stuck to this story 
until police confronted him with 
Smith, who said he had been in 
the house for some time that eve- 
ning and was there when the shot 
was fired. Abandoning the suicide 
vetsion, Huber then made a signed 
-| confession in which he said he 

and his wife had quarreled over 

the tuning of the radio and he had 
shot her in a scuffle for posses- 
sion of a revolver. 

“TY shot to frighten her,” was one 
of his statements. 

Yesterday Huber took the stand 
and told a variation from _ that 
story. He said that after the 
quarrel in the living.room his wife 
went into the bedroom in a fit of 
pique. He followed her in to get 
a jug of wine—they had been 
drinking home brew—and heard a 
click. ‘Turning, he saw her with 
a revolver in her hand. He said 
he seized her wrist and tried to 
shake the revolver loose, but in 
some way it turned toward Mrs. 
Huber and went off. A bullet 
struck her In the face and pene- 
trated the brain. Huber insisted 
yesterday that she had in this 
manner shot herself. 

The prosecution produced a po- 
lice expert who said it would have 
been impossible-for Mrs. Huber to 
have inflicted the wound herself 
in the way Huber described it. 
There was also complete testimony 

showing Huber's varying tales. 

The slayer’s lawyer has not 
asked for a new trial.

— The 
conference on the cause and cure 
of war at its closing session here 
today definitely went on record as 
favoring the gntrance of the United 
States into the Permanent Court 
of International Justice, and as 
opposing increased naval construc- 
tion at a time when the State De- 
partment is proposing treaties re- 
nouncing war. 

The first resolution, 
unanimously and almost without 
discussion, authorized the perma- 
nent Committee on the Cause and 
Cure of War to address a letter to 
President Coolidge recommending 
the reopening of negotiations look- 
ing toward the adherence of the 
United States to the World Court. 


The second resolution, introduced | 


by Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead of Bos- 
ton, opposed both the proposed in- 
creased expenditure for naval 
jarmament and any withdrawal of 
the President's right to alter the 
naval program should circum- 
Stances warrant it. During the 
discussion the feeling was ex- 
pressed that the Wilbur naval con- 
struction program is in itself an 
expression of lack of confidence 
in the State Department's newly 
launched peace campaign as ex- 
pressed in the discussion with 
France of treaties for the renuncia- 
tion of war.

OLYMPIC HOCKEY 
BODY FAILS TO 
APPROVE TEAM 


United States Probably Will 
‘Not Be Represented at 
Games as Result—Had- 
dock Favors Augsburg 
College. ) 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19,.—The 
United States apparently will enter 
no team in the Olympic hockey 


competition at St. Moritz, Switzer- 
land, this year. 

This, most observers agreed, was 
the practical effect of the Ameri- 
can Olympic Committee's action 
yesterday in declining to approve 
the selection of the Augsburg Col- 
lege team of Minneapolis to carry 
this country’s colors in the Olym- 
pics on the ground that it was not 
sufficiently representative. 

The Augsburg team, it was 
pointed out, was chosen only after 
William 8S. Haddock of Pittsburg, 
chairman of the Olympic Hockey 
Committee, had met with numer- 
ous refusals from other aggrega- 
tions to which invitations to com- 
pete had been extended. It was 
doubted that Haddock could get to- 
gether a representative team on 
such short notice. The United 
States squad, had one been select- 
ed that met with the Olympic Com- 
mittee’s approval would have sailed 
Jan 25. 

There were indications, however, 
that both Haddock and the Augs- 
burg team would make strenuous 
efforts to influence the committee 
to reconsider its action, 

At Pittsburg. Haddock said he 
was convinced the Augsburg team 
could give a good account of itself 
and declared he would not accept 
the committee’s action without a | 
contest. 

Augsburg athletic authorities at | 
Minneapolis announced they would | 
ask the Olympic Committee for an | 
opportunity to demonstrate their | 
team’s merits in actual competi- 
tion. In the meantime, they said, 
they would continue their work in | 
funds to defray half the | 
expenses for the trip

The weekly Federal Reserve re- 
port on brokers’ loans, due after 
the close of the market, undoubt- 
edly tended to restrict trading. The 
figures showed a decrease of $31,- 
649,000, bringing the total down 
to $3,787,924,000. No change was 
made in the 3% per cent rediscount 
rate. Call money dropped from 4 
to 3%% per cent and other monetary 
accommodations held steady. The 
3ank of France reduced its redis- 
count rate today from 4 to 3% per 
cent, to bring it more in line with 
open market rates in the French 
capital, which’ has been experi- 
encing a plethora of credit as a re- 
sult of the return of French cap- 
ital from abroad.

Speculators for the advance were 
pleased at the return of steel and 
General Motors to market leader- 
ship as the recent sluggishness of 
those stocks was held responsible 
for the inabilfty of pools to attract 
a following in other issues.

It should be 
approaciaed and discussed from 
every possible angle. 
cussed it in this column from va- 
rious points of view. I now wish 
to emphasize in a few thoughts 
advanced by Guy A. Henry, the 
efficient difector-general fof the 
Eye Conservation \ Council of 
America—an organization created 
to educate parents on this highly 
\important humane topic. 

I have repeatedly emphasized 
the fact that untold suffering 
would be avoided if mothers would 
only take a few simple precau- 
tions. 

Eye care should begin when the 
child is born. This is because 
fully 25 per cent of child-blindness 
is due to ophthalmia, infection of 
the eyes of the new baby. Blind- 
ness follows in these cases simply 
for the lack of a drop of silver 
nitrate solution in each eye. Iles 
prefers mercurochrome, 1 per cent 
Now, it happens that parents are 
prejudiced against this practice 
simply because they. think it indi- 
cates venereal disease and means 
a reflection on themselves. This 
is an entirely mistaken idea. 
Many cases of ophthalmia are not 
due to venereal disease at all. 
The thing that really reflects on 
the parents is neglect in taking 
these precautions. ; 

Eyes are not fully developed at 
birth. They only learn to move 
and -accommodate together be- 
tween the sixth and eighteenth 
month. In the early days, there- 
fore, children are particularly 
liable to acquire a squint, and this 
should be prevented at all- costs. 
They should never be made to look 
at objects held close to the face. 
Some mothers make a habit of 
hanging a rattle or some glittering 
toy on the crib or over the head 
of the baby carriage. This is 
harmful.* The moving object holds 
the child’s attention and tires it 
out. 

The eyes of babies are very sen- 
sitive to light. They, therefore,

should | be protected from all 
sources of bright light, reflected or 
direct. A good practice is to line 
the head of the carriage with dead 
black material. But many mothers 
do this, and then spoil everything 
by providing snowy white robes, 
the reflection from which must be 
very trying, if not actually” harm. 
ful. Toys and games which need 
very close observation should be 
kept until the child is several years 
older. Picture books should have 
no small detail that calls for an 
effort to see it. The letters an 
picture on blocks, ' similarly, 
should be large and clear. Too 
many pictures, both on blocks and 
in books, are made up of fine lines 
and small figures that put too se- 
vere a strain on infant accommo- 
dation muscles. ’ 


As in the nursery, so in the kin- 
dergarten, teachers in infant 


schools should avoid scrupulously 


any kind. of instruction which 
places an unnecessary burden upon 
little eyes, Weaving, beadwork and 
the execution of designs with 
small pieces of colored paper are 
very interesting and _ instructive, 
but that very quality may make 
them attract too close an attention 
and be actually harmful. It surely 
ought to be possible to provide sim- 
ilar materials on a larger scale. It 
is to be feared that modern educa- 
tional methods -tend too much to 
demand close observation, an ef- 
fort for which Nature has made 
no provision whatever. 


This was shown more particu- 
larly in Germany, where, contrary 
to what might have been expected 
of so scientific a people, these 
plain scientific principles were ex- 
tensively disregarded in the mad 
rush for kultur. The result was 
shown by the fact that before the 
war visual injury had become sv 
extensive that to the casual ob- 
server the Germans had become a 
bespectacled people. The same 
tendency was becoming apparent 
in America before our various 
state health authorities entered 
upon a vigorous campaign of edu- 
cation.
